The tarilT lias been 
felt as a hitler Mow, both in (iri^at Uritaiii 
anil Ireland, and its ell'eclH in depriving 
lliou.sands of bread at the opening of a 
winter that iiromises to be severe are every 
day more apparent. ICiiglishmeu now look 
forward wilh eonlideiiee to its appeal, 
or at least to a .sensible iiiodili- 
cation of its harsh provisions. 'J'here 
is no objection in this country to the main- 
tenance of an American duly on the raw 
iiiatorial of the niaiiufacturers. Indeed, 
lOnglisii nianufaeturers rather hope Lhat such 
duties will be retained, giving as their be- 
lief lhat they will be of advantage to British 
imjnstry and handicapping American com- 
potitiou. What the ohiet industry in the 
United Kingdom do not want is 
high, or virtually prohibitory, tarilT 
on goods manufactured. The new 
French tariff, while increasing the oliargcs 
on tnuntifactured products aad on cereals, 
udiuit.s wool, cotton, silk,, iron and hides, 
so necessary to tho use of Trench skilled 
labor, in this important respect differing 
from the American law. Kven the pro- 
posed French tariff, however, is evoking 
miieh opposition among the commercial 
elas.ses, and in Marseilles the claim is that 
it will ruin the trade of lhat port.

All tho affnirs, finiuiciiil ami uthorwiso, 
of thu Britisli Columbia Agricultural So- 
ciety fur 1890 were Siitisfactorily closed at 
the adjourned annual general meetinp;, 
held in the City Hall, yesterday after- 
noon, with the president, Mr. William 
Dalby, in the chair. 

Imniodiatoly following the recent cX' 
hihition, it will ba remembered, ollioers 
for 1891 were elected, and an adjuuni- 
inent was taken until tlio reports of the 
various ollicora aliould bo ready for pre- 
aonUition. One week ano these rciwrts 
were ex'ninined and adopted by the di- 
rectors, and at yesterday's nieetini,' they 
were presented to the moinbers of tlie 
association, and by them unanimously 
adopted, the general opinion being that 
the exhibition of 1890 had been cun- 
ducted in a most economic and satisfac- 
tory manner. 

Tlio report of the secretary, Mr. C. 
E. Ronouf, showed a .surplus in 
hand of giSoo.lij. §2,587 had been 
awarded m prizes, this amount being in 
fixcesa of all previous years. The gross 
receipts from the show of 1890 wore 
§0,1(35.3-1; expenditures, $5,800.01). 
Two hundred and sevtntcen now niein- 
bers had been oarnlled; and 8051 received 
from members' ticketfc. The t^jtal num- 
ber of entries was 1,783 ; of prolest.s, :J — 
the decision of the judges being sus- 
tained in 6 and reversed in 3. No claims 
were presented for exhibits lost or stolen, 
althouf^h several were niishiid but subse- 
<|uently recovered.

THE SROUKDING UF THE ABYS 
SLN'IA. 

To THE Editor : — I, as a leader of 
your valuable paper, have seen the report 
of the steamship Abyssinia taking the 
ground about Vancouver, and also heard 

tho report of the diver who examined 
her bijttom after the accident, and 1 beg 
to slate that it is impossible and ini- 
])racticable to survey any iron vessel 
under water and testify to her being m a 
sea-worthy condition after grounding. 1 
know, as well as do many others who are 
acquainted with the building and repair- 
ing of iron vessels, that they don't show 
tlieir strained parts but very little out- 
side, even when very bjidly strained, un- 
less dinted with rock or any other hard 
hotlnui, ami then less outside th.an in- 
side, as neither the cement or keelsons, 
or iiitercostals, or heatls of rivets, or 
hold beam arms and i)illars c:ui be got nt 
until tho cargo is discharged and tho ves- 
sel put in dry dock. The ceiling hatches 
are then lifted in the b'lttom and tho 
surveyors can then see if the cement is 
cracked, whicli i,'i|ihe lirst warning ; and, 
if sn, there are certain splits luiU'ked for 
cullini; mit ci'iiiciil to exaiiniie ri\'et 
huad.s, which are either broki-n or found 
shtck. Then tho beam pillars and be(iin 
anus are examined, which are found with 
broken or slack rivets. Witii the ex- 
[leriuncc I have had in iron ship building, 
as well as the luanagenient of one of the 
largest graving docks in Calcutta for 
eleven years, carrying on all classes of 
repair.-i to iron ships, 1 have never seen a 
vessel of the length of the Abyssinia 
after grounding (even on a sand-bed in 
the llcKighly) hut what was always 
str.ained aljoul the liottoiii cement and 
rivets, and there is a possibility that the 
.\by3.iinia will got her repair.< and nver- 
hiuiliiig done SDiiiewhere else instead of 
Victin-iii, which would make a job for 
several classes of tradesmen and laborers, 
even though it was only the cargo going 
out and in, and tho docking and redock- 
ing for examination. 1 may state I have 
seen a good doid of facilities abroad, but 
1 can hardly say there is any bettor than 
tho Victoria Albion machine shop fuv 
ship repairs. Ship Buildkk.

CAlfADA'S ANSWER TO THE UNITED 
STATES. 

In a recent interview Sii' Charles 'I'up- 
j)er is reporiocl as follows in the Loiuluii 
Pall Mall Gazette : — 

"Wo by iii> means intend to kiiuck 
uiKlor to the riiiteil States." 

" Vour trade with tho United Stntes 
must, however, be hiiniperod. Will the 
increased duties shut out your agricul- 
tural i)roduce !" 

" A'o doubt to sumo oxton', but as tlioy 
tal;e our barley at present l)eca\i30 it is 
better than they can raiao in the Status 
they may do so atill, although the duty is 
raised from lOe. to 30c. per bushel. Tho 
fact that ■wo have sent so much ujto tho 
Htates even with a duty ai^ainat us is 
proof positive of tlio sup'-nioriiy of our 
barluy for ina'tiiit; iiiu'ijoses, and if tho 
old tariir was not .sullicieiit to prevent im- 
portutiona from Canada neither will the 
iic'.v be. TIk^ I'l.ited iSiatos ii a'.tsters 
; will buy our barley iiutwithstandiii;,', 
'lind they will pay the increased duty. 
It will fall upon them rather than upon 
•Canada. In any Civae Canada will be 
.stimulated to grow the description of 
bailey which is rei|uired in this countty, 
where we will have an (ipcii market for 
all we can raise. The attention of our 
1/ farmers has been turned to obtaining 
^ samples of barley for this purpose, so 
that ill any event Canada will be rendered 
independent of the United States. On 
other agricultural products there is also 
a heavy increase of duty. On eggs, 
wliich were fonnorly free, there is U> be 
a levy of 5o. a dozen. We have dwiie a 
large trade with the United States in 
eggs, but if wo are to be shut out 1 .see 
no reaaan why, although the distance is 
somewhat greater, we should not transfer 
it to Groat Bntain. With the rapid 
means of coimnunication that now oxis' 
— and whicli the r,'(ivcniiiieiitv of Canada 
are taking means to render atill more 
rapid and complete-- 1 do not see why a 
largo trade in eggs sIimu!.! nut be estab- 
lisiied by sliipiiienla to ICuropo." 

" You are really dotermined to carry 
through your shipping solieme ^ " 

"Certainly. The Hovernniont of Canad'j 
have offered a subsidy of 8500,000 a year 
for a fleet of vessel i capable of making 18 
knots. Tliar will bo a gre.it improve- 
meilt on tlie existing lines. Arran;e- 
ment.s are n".v in pro^^ress for ruiiinu,' a 
fast line of .ste.iiiiLrs between Ciiiada and 
this c'liunii v, and as the dinlaiice is much 
shorter than l)etween Keiv Voik and Kul;- 
land, wo will be able to compete witti ,ul 
vantage. It will bo i weekly servicj as 
;it (jresont, but very imiell imjjrov'jd. 
This line will alloid not only a^ ni .re 
ra[)id coiiiminiieitioii liet.veen Uaiiada 
and this con, lii-y, Imt betw.a'U iOngland 
iitid the stein sMtes. It will be p '.s- 
sible to got to Chicago, for iiiHtaiice, 
quicker through Canada than via New 
York. This will bo supploinentod by a 
fast line of steamers from Vancouver to 
Australia, and the best routo between 
.■\ustralasia and lOngland will then bo by 
way of Canada. TlK'se steamevs will af- 
ford great f.ieilities for trade between the 
.Australian colonies and ( 'aiiada, as we 
ean supply on ecjual if not betier terms 
all tho articles tha^ are now I'.xported 
from the States via San FrancLsco. " 

" What aro these articles ? " "Lumber 
and manufactures of various kinds, such 
as agrieiiltiiral iniiilenieiils. Canada 
sniiplies the Ciiiti (1 .States with lumber 
not withstanding Llio high duty, and, 
by the way, the lilriU'on tli.-it coniiiiodity 
has been deere.ised about i)0 |)er cent., 
which shows how much tlioy aro depend- 
ent upon us. Our agricultural imple- 
ments are made of wood of the very best 
description, and that branch of our in- 
dustry has been lirought tn the very 
highest jiitch by the maunfactururs of 
Canada, who, as it is, ship to all jmrts of 
the world." 

" Your Eastern connections aro also 
being developed ? " "Yes, the tirst of 
our new ships for the trade of China and 
.lapan has be launched, and Ijy the be 
ginning of the year it will be (ui the 
route. It has been nanieil the I'inipress 
of India, and tho ICnipress of Cbiiia and 
the i'^mpress of .lai)an are to f(dlow im- 
mediately. Those ships are being built 
by the Barrow-in-Furness company for 
tho Pacific Railway company. Tliuro is 
no doubt tliis line will develop an iin- 
nionae trade. I'-y the jn-esent inferior 
.steamers a lar;.;e business is ladng 
opened up." 

" 'I'hus all round you .are np and 
doing ?" " I'ndoubtetliy. Tlie poliey of 
Canada is to meet tho obstruoti\ o i.u tic;; 
of the United States by opening uji new 
markets and oulloto for oi.ir trade, wliicli 
will undoubtedly be greatly incri-'asinl 
with tho mother coinitiy and other parts 
of the world."

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AN INTOLERANT MAJORITY. 



Tlu) majority in the leL'islature of the 
Northwest Territories are pursuing a 
singular course. Its members, under 
the leadership of Mr. Haultain, have 
undertaken to boycott the minority. 
They have apparently detenu ined, as 
far as they can, to prevent tlioiii takiiiL; j tliusu 



i,L,'iioro tho cxi.sleiico in the Legislature of 
tlio nieniborH of tho Advisory Council, 
and tliey thureforo take that cotirao. But 
tile Torritoriiil Lugislaturu is a budy with 
limited powers. A territoiT is snppoKcd 
to bu under inipilage, and tho privilegoK 
of self-giivernraont that its inliabitaiits 
enjoy are extended rather as a matter nf 
favor than of right. Would it not be 
bettor for the LoRisIaturo to accept the 
situation and do their best to have 
provinces established which could, with- 
out question, exercise all tlie rights smd 
powers oxtondeil to provinces by tlio 
constitutinn? The tyrannical powers of 
tho majority wliich are now exercised is 
a bad discipline for self-govennnent, and 
may be taken as u precedent when cir- 
cumstances do not afford even the shadow 
of It justification. 

AN "UNINTELLIGIBLE" THEORY. 

it is iinuising to see that tho disciples 
of Henry George invariably acouac any- 
one who does tiot accept their master's 
theories of not being able tu understand 
them, or of not having rend his works. 
No matter who tlie objector may bo, or 
what his abilities and oppt>rtuiiitios, tho 
(ieorgoites try to break the force of liis 
criticisms by saying in eilect that he does 
not know what he is talkini; about. It 
seems to us that the very uppusito is the 
caie. it is not likelj', for instance, that 
a man like Dr. Cook, who, if ho were not 
a conscientious critic, has a reputation t o 
sustain, would undertake to condom n 
Henry George's system before ho had 
studied it carefully, and was perfectly 
s-itislied that hia objections to it wt-ri! 
just mid well gnjuiWed. Comiiioii 
prudence would suggest this course, fur, 
if lio critiei/.ed the (leorgo system with- 
out uiiderstaiiding ir, nothing coulil lie 
easier than toexiJose his ignurance. 

Our own experience is, that the greiit 
majority of those who express tlienisclves 
favorable to (ieorgo'a theorioa have not 
studied (Jonrge's works fur themselves, 
but have obtained their information at 
second hand from persons whoso know- 
ledge of the single-tax system 
was by no means perfect. iMaiiy of 
persons, when thej- are told 



any part in the proceedings of the 
Assembly. They will not illow any 
motion or measure moved or introduced 
by a member of the minority to be con- 
sidered by the House. Thoy kill it out- 
right in the initiatory stage. Here is 
how tho Calgary JleralJ describes this 
unique boycott : 

" When Mr. Haultain, Mr. Caylcy and 
the majority say thoy have decided out- 
Bido the Legislature not to jiermit the 
pjprescntativ.os from Red Door, Priiieo 
Aiije^tj Kegiua aid Wolseley to take any 
part in 'IeS.i«aijpn, that thoy intend to 
Vote down "ftiiy "very proposition 
emanating from those representatives 
without regaril to its mcrii'', that they 
JYjU 5(V8tQiU witiio'Jt disgu'sioii and by 
jiJie&f strehgth o' num'oers '^1'"'^ 
force every ivsolu-ioii, bill, or request 
pri;CCodin;,' from them, no _ matter 
whether the proposed nieiisuve is for the 
beiietit of tho Te-.ritories or n.it, they ,iro 
striking a blow at pujud ir rights and 
electoral rights and at the system of 
responsible Government such as Iiun 
never before been struck in Canada." 

Wo are not surprised at tho Herald's 
indignation. The course which the ma- 
jority has seen fit to pui-sue is one that, 
if generally practiced by majorities, 
would utterly destiuy the usefulrie?s of 
deliberative bodies. British legislatures 
pride themselves cm the rights accorded 
to minorities. Those ri;,dits are so many 
and so important l-!iat, if exercised with- 
out jiidgineiit and without moderation, 
business can be obstructed and brought 
to a standstill. Even when Britisli

single !ux boast of the c--,nvorts that ha\e 
been inad-o to Uoori/o's s^...l,.m), \u^y in- 
clude those who have given -.kili'li'f C'.'U- 
aont to his theory without understand- 
ing its full .=;copc or its real nature. 

AVe .|Uestion if the apostles theiiisolv. s 
have any real understanding of the sys- 
tem, or have the slightest idea how it 
would work. They have read George's 
works, and have swallowed all ho has said 
for gospel. They seem not to be 
able to distinguish what is fact and 
argument in th(jse works from what 
is unsupported assertion or mere de- 
elamation or coiilident, iircdiclioii. 
Carried away by the eliarui of (leoige's 
style and delighteil with the promises he 
i;\al;cs, they do not stc.]) to i:iii|uu-e lii>w 
niucli of what thev read is acci.i'ding to 



niinorilioa do make a factious use cl | reason, or how 



their privileges, tho majorities resort to 
restrietivo measures with great reluc- 
tance. The " closure " is not a British 
invention, and it has only been intro- 
duced into the British Parliament when 
the minority had so abused its privileges 
that the ordinary business of the House 
could not bo transacted. Hut we have 
not heard that the minority in the Legis- 
lature of the Territories had systeniatiseil 
obstruction, or that those composing it 
bad ilone anything that justifies the 
majority in denying them tho privileges 
everywhere accorded' to members of con- 
s'itutional legislatures. 

The members named, it appears, form 
,tho Lieut. -Governor's Advisory Council. 
It may be that as they have not been 
selected ^according to the principles of 
responsible government, tho majority of 
the Legislature take tho way which tho 
Hotald describes so gra|ihically to assert 
their right to have the advisens (.f tho 
(lovernor selected from among theni- 
Bolvea. A vote of want of eonlideiice 
and the stoppage of tho supplies i.T the 
ordinary way which majorities take to 
express their disapproval of the acts of 
the government. But the Territorial 
Legislature is in a somewhat anomalous 
position with regard to fiimncial matters. 
Tho greater part of the money necessary 
for the public sorvieo in tho Territrjrics is 
auppliedbythu Dominion (iovernment. 
JNatUrally. tho (ioneial (;o\ernnient 
■wishes to hove a voice in the ex[>or:diture 
of its own money. This tho majority of 
the Legislature do not believe in Thoy 
aasert tlieir riglit to hold tho strings of 
the i>ublie purse, and this, we pnsunie, 
is the cause of tho very [.ecnliar 
action of that majority. They 
t;uniiot atop tho supplier, but they can 



honest man ought to accept. .Vlthougli 
tieorge's stylo is delightfully smuotli and 
clear, it requires a man who possesses an 
acute intellect to eeparate what is sound 
in his writings from what is unsound, or to 
see that his conclusions folhjw legitimate- 
ly and logically from his premises. This 
can be seen from tho dilliculty wliich his 
disciples have in expounding his doc- 
trines. There is not on(! in a thousand 
of Iheui who can, in aeoiniuon seiiso way, 
shipw hnw the abolition of projiorty in 
land, and making the land bear all tho 
burdens of the state, can abolish poverty. 
If one of them attempts it, ho, before he 
has spoken ten minutes or written half a 
dozen paragraphs, gets involved in a maze 
of assertions and contradictions that be- 
wilder both himself and his readers, or 
his audience. Conseciiieiitly tiio greater 
luinibor of them deal in declahiation and 
abuse, and leave the (ieorgeian system to 
take care of itself. 

We are surprised that thoy fail to 
unilerstaiid Cenrge's reasoning. Abler 
men than tho general run of tho converts 
to tho single-tax theory find George in- 
comprehensible. We see that this is the 
objection which one of the editors of tin! 
Now York Herald, adtnitted to be ono <pf 
tho most able journals in the United 
.States, makes to George's theories. This 
is wh.it he a lys : 

.Mr. Henry (ieorgo has a panacea 
winch hn pieseiil.-> with eligauing rholorii- 
and Wliich coinniiinds the respect duo to 
whatever emanates from a genlleinaii of 
sincerity and character. Mr. George 
would tax ftothing but land. The 
trouble with this timory is that it is 
nAUiii.v iNTi'.i.i.icim.r. and, if wo uiider- 
slaiid it at all, it mraus a i>r(ilonged and 
universal war. We had a light of four 
years to take the slaves from their mus- 
ters, we should have to fight many more 



to take tho land from its owners. For 
this reason we have never regarded the 
plan of Mr. George as within the range 
of peaceable statesmauship." 

If a man of much more than average 
ability, iiud vr!io.-,u mind hos beou well 
disciplined, finds Henry George's theory 
" hardly intelligible " how are persona 
n ho have noither his ability nor his in- 
tellectual training tocomprohond it ? 

..4 PROPOSITION. 

Tho McKinloy tarill' i.i we see very 
fully discussed in the Engli.^h newspapers. 
The manner in which it all'ecta Canada is 
commented upon in various ways. Tho 
manly and cheerful tone adopted by Sir 
John Macdonald, and the other Dominion 
Ministers who have spoken on the ques- 
tion, is mentioned with admiration. Tho 
British Protectionists anil Fair Traders 
have availed themsBlvcs of tho opiiortu- 
nity which the discussion of the trade 
pcdicy of the I'nited St.ates .airorded them 
to publish tlioir views. Among others who 
liavo wriiten letters to the 'i'lmes on the 
subject, is Mr. NV. Farror Kcr(iy<l. That 
gentleman believes that the Mci\inley 
tariff will inflict serious injury on the 
trade of Great Britain, as well as on that 
of the Dominion of Canada. In hia let- 
ter he makes a ))rii])i]siti(Ui, wliich ho be- 
lieves will make up to (ireat i'liitaiu and 
Canada for the h'ss uf the I iiiled .States 
trade, and, at the same time, give tho 
Americans a tanto of their rnvn policy of 
exclusion. This is a trade arrangeineiiL 
butween tho Cohjiiies and (ireat 
Britain. This is Ins [iroposal : 

'• We ought, thereforo, in my opinion, 
to say to our coloiiiea and depeiideneiea, 
' We freely aeeord henceforth a pr. feren- 
tial treatiuont ei]ual to J5 per cent, .-ul 
valorem to your fuotl products and niaii- 
ufacturea (it is not in our power to do so 
in regard to tho raw materials of our 
great industries) over those of protec- 
tionist f(jreigii nations. We drive no 
bargain with you, hut wo invito yon to 
aec(Md a like advantaue to our luanufac- 
tiir<saiid food products, and those of all 
other portions of the einiiin', o\ er those 
of protectionist foreign nations. Adopt 
or maintain in eticli colony such fiscal 
arrangements as you deem most suitable. 
If, in any case, 5'ou admit our manufac- 
tures duty free, we invito you to inqioso 
a duty of 1.") per cent, on the like f(jreign 
manufactures : if, in another instance, 
you charge 20 per cunt. 011 our produe- 
tioiiH, we invite you to charge .')."> per 
cent, on those of foreigu nations.' 

" iSneli a pidioy involves lu) system of 
retaliation or tariff warfare. It does not 
say to the United States, " You have tried 
to stifle our exports to you by the impo- 
sition of enormous duties on our manu- 
factures ; we revenge oiirselvoa b}' impos- 
ing the like duties en your grain and 
cheese, ytmr bacon and lard, your live 
and dead meat. " On the contrary, it is 
a policy calm, teinpeiate, uiiifonii, and 
permanent, designed to develo]) the re- 
sources of our own vast doniiniona, and 
to make them the primary lield of 
our iiivostnioiits and s;iuree of our suj)- 
plies. 

" Whilst, however, no [ilace can be 
found, in a sound and permaniuit pulicy, 
for blind passion and retaliation, a lim- 
ited sphere may justly be a.ssigned to the ^ 
principle of reciprocity. We might per- i 
liapa wisely so far break tho uniformity } 
oi" i!.""!? "^vstom 1 have sketched out as tu , 
give to "those foreign uaticuis who i.^posed ' 
in no case a higher duty than 1"« I'cr \ 
cent upon our tnanufactnres tho saino | 
))reforential treatment as that prop.isod j 
to he accorded to our cohiiiie.s. This I 
would meet the case of nations like Chin* \ 
and 'furkey, whose liscal p'diey is a lib- 
eral one, and niig'.it perhaps imluoc soinu 
others to follow their exanqde. 

"On tho oL'ncr hand, wo might try to 
draw a roagh boundary line between 
lovonue duties and protectionist duties 
by laying down the rule that .any colony 
iiniiosiiig a duty of .'!() per eeiil. or more 
upon any of our nianufacturos should bo 
excluded from the preferential treatment 
accorded to the rest." 

There are no doubt many in Canada 
who would cheerfully accept this prnjiosi- 
tion. A r>ritisli discriminating iluty on 
brcadstulls and provisions in their favor 
many would regard as a very great boon. 
\\'hetlicror not the mannfaeturcns would 
be disposed to reciprocate it is dillii'ult to 
say. .lust now they will no (hjubt say it 
is iillo to discuss Mr. Ejroyd's [jropusal, 
for the people of Great Britain will 
never consent to the imposi'ion of duties 
oil food. When the proposal is seriously 
considered by the British tax-payers it 
will be time enough for us in Canada to 
discuss it.

A few minutes later she 
hearil the sounds of a quarrel or a struggle 
in the kitchen, und atlempted to open the 
kitchen door to ascertain what was the 
trouble, but found it leaked. iSho then ran 
into Mrs. Rayniur's, next door, and tele- 
phoned for the police. 

Officer Robert Walker was the first to 
arrive, within ten minutes of the time the 
telephonic message was sent. l)y the time 
liQ reached the house it had been discovered 
that a murder had been committed. He 
met the (Chinaman Ling coming around 
from the rear of tho house to the front, 
and promptly arrested him. Ling at 
tirst admitted that he had killed a 
man, but afterwards changed his statement, 
and said there were three men besides him- 
self in the house, and the two other visitors 
had i|narrelled with and killed the third. 
His clothes were neat anil clean, and bore 
no marks of a struggle or stains of blood.

Dedicated to the Pest 



UcRlilcs nclnBr an AgrsFSTatlon to tlio Kcst-

Victims to the Other. 

- Messrs. Apploton aro pi'iiilincr a l)<>ak 
on'tho mosquito, says tlio I'.osion dloln'. 
A groat many people, alroiidy auari' 
from porabnal texporionoo that mosqui- 
toes are nndosirablo associates, will hn 
siirprisod to fiiul out what a I'oally sfri- 
ous ciKMuy of th(.' liiiiiiau race tlic in- 
sect is and always lias boon — llic i'lsci-i 
is found as a fossil amoiiff t.lu" ^iroluui- 
cal remains of formor ixgr.i, apparent- 
ly never, at (iny period, having,' boon 
extinct, and ulways having been indus- 
trious. 

'riioro sooms to be no doubt Ilia t ib<' 
moh;([uito is capabh! of roiiiiniiniiMt in;,' 
a poison. The fact ihat if it is allou rd to 
remain long onouifU to draw out a suf- 
ficient quantity of blopd but liiib- in i- 
tatlon remains socm.s to provo this, 
but it is also said that it is capable of 
inocuilatiuLT mankind with malarial dis- 
ease'. 

Dr. finlay. of Havana. as:,cris tliat it 
is bisbuliof tlial iho luosiiui to is an a^rcut 
in spreading yellow fovcr. lie says 
that the insect, after puncturing ilu' 
skin of the yellow fever patient, retains 
.some of tlio (jfi^rms of the disease, and 
that lio cominunieatos tlieso to the niwi 
person he visits. So sure is ho lliat, llm 
mos(ii.ilo is tlio active if not the only 
agent for the disscuiination of yellow 
fover, that ho holds that the disoasi^ 
can not exist whore the mosquito docs 
not (louri.sh. 

The book will scrv(> one ^roml purpose 
at least. It, will do jusiiee to LluiL 
nnich-maligned insect variously kmiwii 
in dilTeront parts of the eouutry as the 
dragon-fly, mosquito-liawk, devils durii- 
■ ing needle and snako-foedor. It will 
place him in a better li.a'ht. for, instead 
of deserving' the oblo.iiiy which has 
universally bei^n c;isl iipiiii him he ap- 
pears to he eutitlcLl lo iiuirli consiilera- 
tion, as the insect relied upon to destroy 
the moscjuiio. 

Captain C. X. 1!. Macaulay of tbo 
I'nitod States army has given his ex- 
perience. In the summer of 1SS5 ho 
was on duty at Fort .Vbrahani I.incoln 
in L'akola. To sliow the thickness of 
the mosquitoes at thtit timu in llie 
neiffhborliood of Fort .\brahain Lincoln 
Ik; says: "On the larffoi ranj^o, diiriiiu 
the end of Juno and about three weeks 
in July, I could not stay unless 1 had 
on heavy hoots — such as aro used out 
there for ridin','- — thick trousers, h'atlier 
gauntlets and ;i thick ■cach<> iicic' tucked 
under my helmet and collar of my 
tunic." 

The air was filled with clouds of these 
tormentors, yet at the appearance of 
two or llirei' dra;^ou flies the iiiosfi ui loos 
would suddenly disappear. Ho was 
curious to see how they ctiiiirlit their 
food. He noticed tliat they flew iii an 
irregular kind of skirmish line, moved 
slowly, and every now and then made 
"dal5s" at apparently nothing. Each 
one of tlieso "aatjs" meant a inoscumo. 

Another autiioritj-, who seems to holil 
that it would lie (luestioiiabUi policy to 
attempt to destroy the nios(|uito, it be- 
ing in his opinion a scaven^^-er, stiys 
that other enemies may bo relied upon 
to do that work. IIo suggests that to 
banish the mosquito the best plan is lo 
drtiin meadows, bo^'s tmd .swauqis. to 
fill up stagnant pools and level rtuii- 
holding hoUov.'s contifjuous to dwell- 
ings. 

Certain artificial remedies are also re- 
lied upon. The use of coal oil in swamps, 
by odorizing tbo air and floating upon 
the surface of the water itself, is a very 
practiciil and eiuTgetic remedy- It de- 
stroys the nios(iuito in its etirly stti^es. 
The use of lanterns, so arriiipi-ed as i. 
attract and destroy the mus'iuiincs, is 
another remedy. Tlio iiios(iuiiocs are 
attracted to them, and aro destroyed in 
tho cans of coal oil or kerosene or other 
similar mixtures which may be used. 
Tlioy should be placed around lioiisi'-. 
hotels and in inar.-Uies. The expe,i-e 
and trouble of nianageniont are suiall. a^ 
they aro only used during a few iiiuiiili-i 
of tho year. Indeed, almost ev.Ty 
method imaginable of catching ;i iid de- 
stroying the insect has heiui su;jn-,.sied 
0-\cept the very simple oni' of puttiii;.' 
salt ell its tail and clubbing it to (Icaiii. 

'i iM Sf >-ii'niiUc authorities tire not 
ahovi olVering siiggestioqs for the relief 
of perscnis whose situation makes thorn 
iiubto to sulTor from the bites of these 
insect tornieulors. ami u ho c;iu not. wtiit 
for Llio propa'.fi'.t ion of the ilr;i;_'oii fly. 
They recotniiieiiJ l^'mou juice. \inc;!;ir. 
oil of pepperuiini and oil of pennyroytil- 
A vory strong infusi(jn of roots cjf tiiii- 
cum repens is successfully lAed at Sim- 
birsk as a preventive against mosqui- 
toes, and a weak solu lion of quassia wood 
bollod in water, has also been recoii^- 
mondcd.

Tho limits ot vision vary with eleva- 
tion, conditions of the atmosphere, in- 
tensity of illumination and other mod- 
ifying elements in different cases. On 

a clear day an object one foot above a 
level phiiii may bo soon at a disttuu-e of 
l..'il miles; ono ton feet high, -l. 1.") miles; 
ono 20 feet high, 5.8(i miles; ones 100 
foot high, 1!3. 1 miles; one a mile high, 
as tho top of a mountain, U5.u;i miles, 
This allows 7 inches, or, to be exact, 
0.U9 inches, for " tho curvature of tho 
oarth, and assunios tlitit tho si/,e and 
illumination of the object are sullii-icnl 
to produce an iintifje, I'ivo miles may 
bo ttiken as the I'xtrenie limit til. whlcli 
a man is visible on the Ihu iilaiii Id tin 
observer on the same level.— .St. l.uiiis 
Eopublic.

Lkxikoton', Ky., Nov. ' 7:' — V terrible 

olcntion divy duel in Estell country, of 
which only iiicugrc mention was made in 
tlie di-spatohes, Wednesday, turns out to 
h'U-c boon luio of the most dcsporato cii- 
couiitcr.s over witnessed in Iventucky. 
'I'lie men engaged in the aflair wore Dr. 
Lilly, a prominent young physician, and 
.lolui Wilson, coiiimissionor of common 
schools in Kstell county. Lilly is a llu- 
publican iiii<l Wilson ;i Dcmoornt. Lilly 
breuglit a negro to tho polls to vole, 
whom \\'ilsoii challenL,'od. Tlio juduo 
coincided with Wilson, and the negro 
was rejected. This hred up Lilly, and 
hot word i ciituicd, rcaulting in the draw- 
ing of pistols by both inoii. 

Lilly got hi.s wetipon out readily, while 
Wilson's liuiig in his pocket and was ac- 
cidentally discharged before lio could 
level it. Ill the meantiiuu he received 
two balls frem hi.s alUa^;oni.st, both lodg- 
ing near lus heart. The wounds, how- 
ever, woro U'lt immeiiiately faiHl, and a 
dreadful combat continued. Wilson got 
his weapon free and tired two shots, one 
of which struck Lilly near the heart. 

About ibis time Wilson's brotlior iii- 
teil'ered, ;ind succeeded in wresting 
Ijilly's ueaiieii from his hand. Nothing 
diumtcd him, however, and .aliiinst in the 
tliro»'.s of death ho drew liis knife and 
made several fatal stidis in liis enemy's 
body. Both fell to the ground, but tlio 
terrible duel was not over. 

With his last ebbing strength, Wilson 
raised up and fired the last loud in his 
]>i8tol at Orant Lily, brother of Dr. Lily, 
who had ap[)e!U'ed (Jii the scene, inllictiiig 
a filial wounil. Not satidtiud with this, 
Wilson crawled over to whero his antag- 
onist had fallen and buried the hammer 
of his pistol ill his head. Lily died in Ji 
few minutes, while Wilson lingered until 
the next noon. In addition to those al- 
ready named as having been shot, three 
outside persons received litills, but were 
not seriously hurt, .\ll o'^ethcr tlic af- 
fair was the most desperate that ever oc- 
curred in Estell county.
